Increase in telephone rates lo 
Torrance as well as in other 
areas .of^ the state, has been re­ 
quested by the Pacific Telc: 
phone and Telegraph Company 
in an application to the Cali­ 
fornia I'uolic Utilities Commis.

A. 11. Smith, manager of 
the company, suld that all 
telephones Jiere would be 
placed on an extended service 
basis,. which .vould provide all 
subscribers with the oppor­ 
tunity of toll-free calling to 
L omit a, Rcdondo, Compton, 
Hawthorne, and San I'cdro. 
An adjustment is asked in the 

coin-box rate from five cents 
to 10 cents and in the mcssagi 
rate from 3',2 cents to 4 cents 
a unit.

Examples of basic monthly 
charges at present and under, 
the revisions arc as follows:

Individual message rule for 
business  old rate, $4.35; new 
rate, $5.50. Two party flat rate 
for residences old rate, $3; 
new rate, $4. Four-party flat 
rato for residences old rate, 
$2.30; new rate, $3.25. 
Company \officials gave their 

reasons for the proposed in­ 
crease in the following state 
ment:

"The number of telephones in 
service in California has more 
than kept pace with the last 
ten years' 54 percent popula­ 
tion growth, out this" accom­ 
plishment also produced grave 
financial problems.
